Actually, the Bichons Fri-
ses (pronounced “Beeshon
Freezay”) was found in
greatest numbers on the
largest of the Canary Is
lands, Teneriffe, a posses-
sion of Spain

The initial popularity of
the Bichons began in the
late 15th and early 16th cen-
turies. At that time, two
French sovereigns, Francis
I and Henry III, imported
several of these dogs for
court living. Instantly, he
was a royal favorite and ex-

tolled in paintings
ature

Sadly, however., during
the 19th century. his popu
larity decreased and he be
came a “dog of the streets"”

called the little sheepdog
Many could be found frol-
icking through back alleys
and dingy streets fraterniz
ing with organ grinders and
